Workings of tht Betaon Naphoieop*, 
an Ingenious Device for Extract- 
Ing Secret* From the 8k lee— 
of Vapor Mimh. 



How many p*opl« that one mo^ts 
In the course of the day have over 
observed carefully the motion of the 
clouds that aro ao uncomfortably 
prevalent thla inmnwr? Or. If aaked 
about the matter would not moat of 
them say that the clouda more In the 
same directions aa the wind at the 
surface of the earth? Perhaps one 
more observant than the rest would 
recollect that thunder clouda have a 
way of coming up "against the wind, 
and he might even add that ha faa< 
observed a high cloud moving In a 
direction different from one lower 
down. Again, would not moat people 
aay that the "mare's tall," or, aa the 
meteorologist would call them, the 
clrrua clouda, never move at all, or, at 
leaat, only very elowly. and that low 
clouda move more quickly than the 
clrrua? 

Meteorology — the word which has 
lost Its original meaning to auch an 
extent that It now denotes almply 
"the science of the atmosphere." and 
Includes, therefore, the study of cli- 
mate and weather. Including clouds 
and their motions— has extended Its 
operations within recent years very 
notable by conalderlng more definitely 
the conditions prevailing In all the 
layera of the atmoaphere and not 
merely in the aurface-layer. It is 
true that clouda have been obaerved 
and their motlona studied scientifical- 
ly for a long time, but since instru- 
ments carried by kites and balloons 
have taught ua so much about the 
temperature conditions In the air np 
to helghta of aixteen miles and more, 
a renewed Interest has been taken in 
the forma and motlona of clouda, for 
the moUon of a cloud usually (but 
not always) Indicates also that of the 
air in which It ia floating. 

One of the best inatrumenta for ob- 
serving the motion of a cloud la the 
Besson nephoscope. The instrument 
consists aimply of an Inverted harrow 
or comb fixed horizontally at the end 
of a vertical rod which is mounted 
in bearings carried by an upright 
post, so that the rod can be rotated. 
Near the bottom of the bar is a 
crosspiece. to the ends of which two 
strings pass to the hands of the ob- 
server, while underneath la a circle 
graduated with the points of the com- 
pass. The method of observation is 
to select the cloud to" be observed, 
stand on the aide of the post opposite 
the cloud, and with the strings rotate 
the upright rod and therefore the 
comb until the cloud appears to paas 
along tiie points of the comb. It will 
be necessary to approach or recede 
from the pole until tins appeara to 
take place. Then, standing still, note 
the time the cloud takes to move 
from one point to the next. Finally, 
note the orientation of the comb by 
means of the graduated circle at the 
bottom of the rod. This gives at 
once the direction of motion of the 

velocity of 

the cloud along the comb la a meas- 
uring of the rate at which the cloud 
Is moving, expressed in terms of the 
height of the cloud. For example, if 
two clouds at heights of 3.000 feet 
and 6,000 feet appear to be moving at 
the same rate along the comb, then 
the latter Is actually moving twice as 
fast as the former. 

The height of a cloud is not ao 
easily determined. Usually two ob-

Solite. are required, but sometimes 
one theodolite can bo made to suffice. 
This Instrument has Its telescope re- 
moved and two parallel plates of 
slass arranged In place of the tele- 
scope. Then two images of the cloud 
—one formed by reflection In the 
glass, th» other by reflection in a 
«mall sheet of water lying on the 
ground below, are made to coincide 
by rotating the plateB of glass. The 
position of the plates bo determined 
Is read off on the graduated circle 
rhown near the observer's hand. The 
height can then be computed mathe- 
matically. 

As a result of these observations. It 
is found that. In general. If one stands 
with one'B back to the wind, low 
clouds move In about the same di- 
rection as the surface air, while the 
blnh»r clouds travel nearly In the 
same direction, but have a motion 
fnmi left to right which becomes 
more pronounced as the height In- 
creases.

Kept by Government — Plants In Co 
tonlal Oardena South of Ter- 
racet Surrounded by Hedgea. 

Washington — To prorlde the White 
Houae with cut flowers dally and the 
grounds surrounding It with shrubs 
and blooming plants In season, the 
United States pays out every year 
flz.OOO. No other appropriation for 
the needs of the executive mansion la 
expected to prove aa interesting to the 
present "Brat lady of the land," for 
Mrs. Wilson la a lover of flowers- 
even more so, If report be true, than 
the wife of any president in reeant 
admlnlatrationa. 

From the Rooaevelt regime Mrs. 
Wilson has Inherited, as did Mrs. Taff . 
Improved facilities for supplying the 
White Houae with flowers for atate 
occasions and dally use. Originally 
the White Houae conservatories were 
located on the west terrace. In 1902, 
while former Prer'lent Roosevelt was 
in office, they were removed to the 
south side of lbs Washington moun- 
ment, where they now form a part of 
the props r i;lng gardens. 

In all, 10 greenhouses are main- 
tained In the propagating gardens for 
the exclualve needs of the executive 
mansion and grounds. Congress ap- 
propriates annually $9,000 for their 
maintenance and $3,000 for repairs. 




Mrs. Woodrow Wlleon. 

The removal of the conservatories 
to their present location was a part 
of the general renovation of the 
White House which took place during 
the Rooaevelt administration, and cost 
the government approximately $500,- 
000. 

After the executive mansion had 
practically been made over, Mrs. 
Rooaevelt became Interested In the 
question of improving the White 
Houae lawns, and, at her suggestion, 
two large flower gardens were laid 
oat. These are known as the colonial 
gardens, and they not only received 
the personal attention of Mrs. Roose- 
velt, but was a source of pleasure to 
Mrs. Taft. 

No new flower gardens were laid out 
in the executive mansion grounds dur- 
ing the administration of President 
Taft, and it 1b not likely that any 
<aill be added while the Wilsons are 
occupants of the White House, for 
expert landscape gardeners have de- 
clared that the present arrangement 
cannot be Improved upon. 

Hut the next four years may wit- 
ness the Installation of facilities for 
increasing the productivity of the prop- 
agating station, which supplies the 
nation's mansion with flowers. 

The first duty of the officials In 
charge of this station 1b to -see that 
the White House Is supplied dally with 
cut flowers, and that the floral deco- 
rations for the state occasions are 
the beet that Uncle Sam can produce. 
Huge bouquets are placed daily in the 
rooms of the executive mansion and in 
the office known as the president's 
workshop. Even the presidential 
barouche is not Blighted. 

Propagating Gardiner Charles lien- 
loek and his assistants face their prin- 
cipal task in preparing for the big 
state occasions. The White House, 
then ia literally a bowed of flowers. 
Particular attention is paid to the 
color scheme and only one kind of 
flower is used.

The decision of the Belgian gov- 
ernment to build a great canal from 
Antwerp to Liege, in order to supply 
that port with Belgian coal in place 
of the English article, has been 
seized upon in Germany as a strong 
argument for building a canal from 
the lower Rhine along the Dutch 
frontier to the North sea at Emden. 

It is suggested in this connection 
that the Belgian canal be extended 
from Liege to the Rhine, thus mak- 
ing a great internal waterway from 
Antwerp to Emden. 

At a recent meeting of the budget 
committee of the Prussian diet the 
minister of public work's and rail- 
ways said the government was deep- 
ly interested in the Rhine-Emden 
project, and this remark has given 
the friends of it renewed hope for 
its realization. 

They argue that the new canal 
must be made spacious enough to ac- 
commodate vessels of 6,000 tons, in 
order to enable it to compete success- 
fully with the Rhine, which can car- 
ry vessels of only 3,000 tons. 

Of course the chief argument for 
building a connection from the 
Rhine to the Belgian canal at Liege 
is that it would give much cheaper 
transportation for German iron and 
steel to the seaboard. Antwerp is 
the chief exporting point for German 
steel, but the long railway haul is a 
great handicap to the export busi- 
ness. — New York Tribune.

NEW WORDS NOT ADMITTED 



Firm stand Ttkm 
Other* Again* 



Always during the history of every 
tongue men have insisted on main- 
taining g firm stand against the en- 
trance into it of new expression* of 

any sort. In so doing they have hon- 
estly believed that they were actuat- 
ed not by senseless but by a holy zeal 
for purity of speech. The strongest 
sort of opposition bos been fre- 
quently offered to the recognition of 
word* which it would now teem to 
ns we could hardly <lo without. The 
feeling existed in high places. 

In 1773 the fourth edition of 
Johnson's dictionary was published. 
It was the last edition which ap- 
peared under hi* supervision. Bos- 
well tells us thnt he in vain urged 
Johnson to insert civilization. This 
was just then beginning to take the 
place of civility in the sense of being 
opposed to barbarism. He refused 
to acknowledge the intruder. Hu- 
miliating he admitted to be a word 
frequently used, but he did not know 
it to be legitimate English — what- 
ever that means. So, though he in- 
serted the noun humiliation, the cor- 
responding verb and adjective are 
not found in his final edition. 

Not long after this time develop- 
ment appeared in the title of a book. 
Its author was sternly informed by 
one of his reviewers that there wns 
no such word in the language. Wil- 
liam Taylor of Norwich, somewhat 
renowned for the peculiar words he 
used in his writings, sent an article 
to the Monthly Review, in which oc- 
curred the verb rehabilitate. It was 
at once struck out by the editor. It 
was not English, Taylor was in- 
formed, and would not have been 
understood. It may be said in pal- 
liation if^ not defense of this action 
that it was not until the latter half 
of the nineteenth century that the 
word became well known, especially 
in the sense of whitewashing ques- 
tionable characters. — Prof. T. R. 
Lounsbury, in Harper's Magazine.

Tomato Sot? In Moat Approved Faah. 
ion — Excellent Sandwiches for 
Buffet Luncheon — Oatmeal 
Cooklea Eaay to Make. 

Tomato Soup — Take nnc qusrt can 
Ji tomatoes. Cook and strain through 
colander to remove seeds and strip; 
put juice In porcelain pan and at It 
hoata alowly, add a pinch of aoda. 
one teaspoon aslt, a little pepper, 
lump of butter and sugar If desired 
Stir thla constantly until it boll* then 
I'M one quart of rich milk which has 
been heated to boiling point. Put one 
spoonful whipped cream on each dish 
of soup aiwt aerve hot with toasted 
crackers. , 

Delicious sandwiches for s buffet 
luncheon may be made by spreading 
thin sllcea of bread with melted 
cheeae, then put In oven until light 
brown and aerve hot 

A tempting salad Is made of can- 
ned pears, cut In small pieces, mixed 
with pecan meats and served with 
mayonnaise dressing. 

A good recipe for nut bread Is: One 
cup sugar, one teaspoon lard or but- 
ter, one quart flour, three teaspoons 
baking powder, one teaspoon salt, 
one cup chopped nuts, enough milk 
to make a soft dough. Let rise twen- 
ty mlnuteB and bake In moderate 
oven. 

Oatmeal Cookies— One cup sugar, 
one cup shortening, one and two- 
thirds lard, one-third butter, two 
eggs, two-thirds cup sour milk, one 
level teaspoon soda, one-half teaspoon 
baking powder, one teaspoon cinna- 
mon, one cup currants, one scant cup 
oatmeal, add flour enough to make 
dough stiff enough to drop. 

White Layer Cake. — Beat one-half 
cup butter to a cream, adding grad- 
ually one and one-half cups sugar; 
then add one cup milk; alft together 
two and one-half cupa of flour with 
two teaspoons baking powder; add 
this to mixture and beat for five min- 
utes, then add whites of six eggs, 
beating all together thoroughly. 



Chocolate Gelatin. 

Dissolve one-quarter box of gelatin 
in 1 pint of milk over the fire; add 
scant half-cup grated chocolate or co- 
coa. Cocoa makes less rich and more 
easily digested dessert. Using only 
one-quarter cup cocoa makes a palat- 
able result, and still less rich than 
either of the other mixtures. When 
gelatin Is dissolved add scant cup 
sugar and bit of salt and vanilla fla- 
voring. Pour into mold and set aside 
to harden. Serve with plain cream, 
thin or thick. Or whip cream and 
flavor with vanilla. One-half cup of 
heavy cream whipped is usually 
enough for this amount of jell, which 
makes a generous serving for two ex- 
tremely fond of chocolate. 

A milk-thin boiled custard, lemon 
flavored, may be used Instead of 
cream. Also a teaspoon of cocoa may 
be beaten Into the cream, and when 
put on the Jell dotted with tiniest 
beads of the jell. 



Pond Lily Eggs. 

Select nice oval eggs, boil In large 
kettle full of water for at least twen- 
ty minutes. Have water hot but not 
boiling when eggs are put in, then 
keep Water simmering, but not boiling 
or they may crack. When time Is up 
take up carefully and let cold water 
run over, to loosen Bhell, remove shell 
carefully and then apllt the whites In- 
to live or six petals — begin at Binall 
end and do not cut entirely to bottom. 
Now remove yolk carefully, mash 
well, add a little boiled dressing, salt 
and paprika, and replace enough of 
the mixture to simulate a half opeu 
lily, place on bed of lettuce and lay 
strips of green peppers so as to rep- 
resent a stem.

Whan a color scheme la to be care- 
fully earn. >i out the no\ ■■■It >■ loving 
hostess can uae flower punches or 
Ices. 

An appetizing nasturtium punch la 
mads by chopping fins the fifty freshly 
gathered uirtlum blossoms rubbed 
to a past, with four tablespoonfula of 
augar. luul for five minutes a pound 
of augar and a quart of water; take 
from the fir., and add the Juice of one 
lemon and two oranges, the grated 
rinds of the orange and the nastur- 
tium pant, i,pt the mixture get cold, 
frees a and pack away for at least two 
hours. Serve In sherbet glasses gar- 
oiabed with a nasturtium blossom and 
the glas i„ R bed of leaves and 
tendrils 

Fresh violets may be used In the 
same way, adding the Juice of two 
lemons ami omitting the oranges. 
Juat before freezing stir in a pint of 
purple grape Juice, and when froien 
stir In a meringue made from the 
well-bem. ; whites of two eggs and a 
tablespoon ful of powdered sugar. 
Stand three hours to ripen and gar- 
nish with randled violets. If you can- 
not get tin. fresh violets, color with 
grape Jul. only. 

H»T rose Ice, wash carefully a pint 
of freshly culled nfnk or red rose 
petals and pound them to a paste with 
two ounces of granulated sugar. Add 
a quart of water and pound of sugar, 
boll ten minutes and cool without 
straining, when the Juice of half a 
dozen oranges is added. Freeze and 
serve In sherbet glasses, the stems 
twined with rose leaves and the ice 
garnished with candied rose petal and 
a mat made of petals and foliage on 
the pint. 

For a green punch chop tender nas- 
turtium leaves and tendrils — enough 
to weigh half a pound— and rub to a 
paste with two ounces of granulated 
sugar. Hoil for five minutes a pound 
of sugar and quart of water, add Juice 
of two lemons and two oranges and 
the leaf paste. When cold freeze and 
stand three hours. This may be serv- 
ed with a green liquour poured around 
It. A few drops of vegetable coloring 
may be added If needed. 

A mint ice may be made In the 
way. using sixteen large stalks 
of mint. Serve with creme de menthe 
poured over the Ice. 

In making any flower punch be sure 
the petals are fresh, have been care- 
fully washed and are not culled from 
bushes that have been sprinkled with 
disinfectants.
